H 
E is a daring person Who under­ 
takes to explain the nature 
of the warfare in that primeval 
zone of China’s Yunnan province 
which abuts on northeastern Bur 
ma, for the whole situation Is sur­ 
rounded with as much mystery as 
a dish of chop suey. 
However, I’ve been asked by an 
inquiring newspaper editor to do 
the job, and so lf y mi’ll get out 
your chop sticks we’ll pick about 
a bit. 
Of course few readers have maps 
which show details of this wild 
region of mountains and gorges 
that lies high up under the eaves 
of the roof of the world, as some­ 
one has labeled Tibet, but we’ll 
do the best we can. 
The key to the military opera­ 
tions is a visionary road which, in 
the hopeful minds of the Amerlcan- 
British-Chinese allies, cuts across 
the wilds of northernmost Burma 
to form a new life-line for China 
to the outside world. 
The Allies 
are trying to make their vision an 
actuality and the Jape are doing 
their worst to prevent it. 
T 
HE story begins in the occupa­ 
tion of Burma by the Japs—an 
achievement that gave them pos­ 
session of the lower reach of the 
Burma road, which was China’s 
only feasible route to ber allies 
After the road crosses from Bur­ 
ma into Yunnan it runs along the 
upper Salween river for a way

and then swings east across the 
river and on to Kunming and 
Chungking. 
That portion of the 
road east of the Salween is in the 
hands of the Chinese. 
Now, of oourse, the only way to 
re-open the old Burma road is to 
recapture Burma—a terrific and 
perhaps long operation. 
And par­ 
adoxically, before Burma can be 
captured the Allies must re-open 
the Burma road—or its equivalent 
The point is that military sup­ 
plies of all kinds must be moved 
to the impoverished Chinese so 
that they can strike against Bur­ 
ma from the north at the same 
time that the amphibious invasion 
takes place in the south from the 
Bear ^ B e n g a l .

O the Allies have been develop­ 
ing an alternative route to take 
the Abc* of that part of the Bur 
ma road which is in Japanese 
hands. 
The substitute is a road that 
runs through Indian Assam, north 
west of Burma, until it is close to 
the Burmese border in the far 
north. 
Prom that terminus American 
engineers, assisted by Indians and 
Chinese, have hewed an extension 
southeastward right into the enemy- 
hew territory of Burma. The off! 
elal name of this extension is the 
Lido road, but our boys call it the 
“Tokyo road’’, for obvious reasons. 
Now the Allies want to link the 
Lido road with the Burma road on 
the other side of northern Burma 
—a tall order. 
They also aim to 
connect with the town of Myitky 
Ina, which is the rail-head for 
Mandalay to the southland is the 
main Jap base in the north. 
The only way to do that is to 
clear the Mikado’s little men out 
of that neck of the primeval world. 
And that brings us up to the pres 
ent fighting in Yunnan.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al­ 
giers. O ct 27—Allied troops, ad­ 
vancing three to six miles, have 
taken two more towns below the 
Trigno river in Italy, but fighting 
generally subsided as the last of 
the German rear-guards were pull­ 
ed back into the massive new 
mountain 
line 
guarding 
Rome, 
official reports disclosed today. 
Air 
warfare 
intensified 
with 
smashes at Greek air fields and 
hammering of enemy supplies and 
transports in Italy. 
The Nazis are withdrawing to 
the left bank of the Trigno river 
near the Adriatic coast, headquar­ 
ters said, and Eighth army units 
inland on this flank have taken 
Civita Campomarano, and Acqua- 
viva Collecroce, both about seven 
miles below the Trigno. 
American troops to the west 
occupied high ground facing Mas- 
sico ridge, an anchor of the new 
German 
line. 
They 
established 
themselves on “Mad Dog HIU’’ near 
Raviscanina and on another ridge 
near Prancolise. 
Canadians Acquit Salves Well 
The only heavy fighting yester­ 
day was in the Eighth army ad­ 
vance to the two towns. 
Canadian troops 
were in the 
thick of the fighting and acquitted 
tbemslves well, front reports said. 
The German emphasis on their 
defenses in the center of the front 
undoubtedly is based on the real­ 
ization that the road running north­ 
westward 
from 
Vinchiaturo 
to 
Isernia is ol vital importance in 
holding their new mountain line. 
An Allied advance along this 
road, which runs through the main 
north-south valley of the Italian 
peninsula, would threaten Venafro, 
a key point In the new line. 
Withdrawal of Nazi rear-guards 
into the mountain defenses might 
be likened to the pulling up of 
ladders by a medieval army as it 
gathered behind the walls of its

THE Chinese hold the western 
side of the Salween river near 
where the Burma road passes over 
it by suspension bridge. 
The Sal­ 
ween at this point lies at the bot­ 
tom of a terrific gorge some 5.000 
feet deep. 
In fact, that whole ter­ 
rain. with its great masses of moun­ 
tains and ravines, is a land for gi­ 
ants. 
The middle of this month the 
Japs suddenly started an offensive 
against the Chinese on the Sal­ 
ween and there was much specula­ 
tion as to the exact meaning of 
the attack. 
It now seems that the Nippon­ 
ese were striking defensively, to 
prevent the Chinese from making 
a drive of their own in to north­ 
ern Burma and clearing a route 
for the extension of the “Tokyo 
road". 
The forces engaged are 
not large, but there has been heavy 
fighting. 
So there’s the solution to our 
mystery. 
If and when land com­ 
munication between India and Chi­ 
na can be restored, supplies will 
pour over it to our Chinese allies. 
In this battle for northern Bur­ 
ma the American air force is play­ 
ing a heavy role, not only in aid­ 
ing the celestials in actual battle 
but in disrupting Jap communica­ 
tions.

Taking up of a new mountain 
line does not necessarily mean the 
German plan is simply to bold it. 
It Is quite likely they will try to 
raise the siege by a terrific coun­ 
ter-offensive.

Save Up Waste Paper 
For Collection Slated 
Nov. 17 And 18 In City 
East Liverpool will hold a city­ 
wide waste paper collection on Nov. 
17 and 18. City Scrap Chairman 
Frank K. Robinson announced to­ 
day.

chests, 
signal 
aircraft tracers, parachute flares 
and dosena of other military Items.

Bill Taking Single Men First 


Faces Change, However

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27—Despite 
virtually unanimous house approv­ 
al, legislation for the delayed draft­ 
ing of pre-war fathers appears to­ 
day to be in for more congression­ 
al wrangling and possibly a few 
changes. 
The measure would provide for 
the induction of available non* 
fathers—not deferred through oc­ 
cupation—before the induction of 
those of the pre-war status. 
But one of the stumbling blocks 
is that it would grant delay in in­ 
duction to pre-war fathers in non- 
deferable occupations, thus nulli­ 
fying a recent war manpower com­ 
mission directive. 
Under the measure, which now 
goes to the senate, a father is de­ 
fined as a man with children born 
prior to September 15, 1942. 
The bill is similar to one passed 
by the senate October 8. but differs 
in that it strengthens the authority 
of Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
selective service director, by taking 
away much administrative power 
delegated to Manpower Commis­ 
sioner Paul V. McNutt.

removes much of 
the leeway the senate bill would 
give Hershey in determining wheth­ 
er some fathers should ba draftad 
before some non-fathers.

planes are known to have been de­ 
stroyed. 
The knockout punch was deliv­

carpet wool and mohair to be used 
In the manufacturer of carpets and 
that the finer grades of alpaca be 
used only for military production.

manufacturers to 70 percent of the 
amount of wool pat into process 
during the first six months of 1941 
In the worsted system; 50 percent 
in the woolen system and 25 per 
cent for floor coverings.

effective Tuesday, when President 
Roosevelt put his signature to the 
legislation. 
The new scale leaves at 350 
monthly the payment to a wife, but 
boosts from 362 to 380 the payment 
to a wife and one child and from 
310 to 320 the payment for each 
additional child. 
All the Increase comes from the 
government, the serviceman’s con­ 
tribution remaining at $22 monthly 
unless payments are made to two 
classes of dependents—to a wife 
and child, for instance, and also to 
parents. In that event, the service­ 
man contributes $27. 
The legislation also extends bene­ 
fits of the law to dependents of 
men of all seven enlisted grades 
whereas they have been limited to 
the lower four enlisted grades. 
The new grades affected are staff 
sergeants, technical sergeants and 
master sergeants, and correspond­ 
ing grades in other services. 
If they take advantage of the law 
they must waive subsistence and 
rental payments now authorized 
for higher enlisted grades.

Octr 27—The Bitu­ 
minous Coal Institute says the 
United States now has one of the 
greatest coal stockpiles in history 
—approximately 100,000,000 tons— 
and that the industry is prepared 
to meet additional goals in 1944. 
In reply to gloomy Washington 
reports of looming coal shortages, 
the institute said the visible United 
States stockpile totals 75,000,000 
tons. In addition there is an esti­ 
mated 
IO,OOO,000-ton 
‘moating" 
stockpile in transit and at least 
15.000.000 tons in the 
invisible 
stockpile stored away in Ameri­ 
can basements. 
Unmoved 
by what it termed 
“supposition alarms”, the institute 
said that the industry was pre­ 
pared to meet the previously set 
600.000.000-too quota by the end of 
the year, and declared this amount 
could probably be upped to 650,- 
000,000 tons for 1944, if extra pro­ 
duction was needed to meet United 
States aud British demands. 
The Coal Institute said that a 
slump of 350,000 tons in coal pro­ 
duction during the week of Oct. 
16, was not significant In itself. It 
pointed 
to 
government 
records 
showing production in that week 
was 150,000,000 tons higher than 
the amount produced in the same 
week during 1942. 
The institute said United States 
labor department figures showed 
that miners are second only to 
the building: trades construction 
workers among high wage earners 
In the basic industry groups. 
“We have too high a rate of 
absenteeism among miners who 
work seven hours a week less than 
most industries,” the institute said, 
“and this is one of the first prob­ 
lems to overcome before assuming 
higher production responsibilities.”

NE aspect of the discussions in Moscow now 
coming Into general notice Ie the handling 
of press releases. The United States and, pre­ 
sumably, Great Britain are getting their informa­ 
tion about what may prove to be the most mo­ 
mentous diplomatic meeting of the war second­ 
hand. All they know is what their own press 
correspondents read in the Russian newspapers, 
which will be nothing but what the Russian gov­ 
ernment wants printed.

USSIAN troops are 
steadily toward the Crimea, 
world famous as a playground 
and battle arena.

There are a number of gas pro­ 
ducers in operation, they said, but 
these are controlled by a series of 
wheels, levers and buttons, involv­ 
ing a large group of workers. 
By freeing a large quantity of 
natural gas, the producer is ex­ 
pected to help alleviate the usual 
gas shortage among district plants 
this winter, while the company is 
assured of sufficient fuel when the 
therm om eter starts hovering around 
aero.

Maybe his pain la just 
that he would like to get hack to 
Ottumna, Iowa again. Well, that’s 
all very natural and reasonable, 
but we have a war on our hands 
and we have to win It, and we 
need men to do It with. 
Of course some of the chronic 
complainers ara aasy to spot You 
can cure them by putting them In 
the toughest and most hasardout 
post when a skirmish comas along.
